URANIUM MINING IN NEW YORK STATE 


By Ann 


An egg farmer in Sullivan County, approxi- 
mately 70 miles from New York City, signed a lease 
last fall with Gulf Oil, expressly permitting the 
corporation to mine, mill and process uranium on 
his land. He received only $10 for the 164-acre 
tract and 5% royalties, but he views it as a good 
investment for his children. He may be right. 

The property (which is in the heart of tour- 
ist country_— Grossingers and several other ho- 
tels are nearby), is also fewer than ten miles 
downstream from the Neversink Reservoir, which sup- 
plies New York City with nearly 35 billion gallons 
of water, or one-eighteenth of the City's total 
supply. Had the site been ten miles upstream from 
the reservoir, a mine would cause the City's water 
to be radioactively contaminated. 

New York City's water is endangered by ura- 
nium from other sources. In Orange County, which 
produces fruits and vegetables that are shipped to 
the City for consumption, the town of Warwick was 
found to contain valuable uranium ore. Exxon and 
Chevron conducted exploration there before a local 
coalition—Responsible Individuals for a Safe En- 
vironment (RISE)—began a campaign that resulted 
in a town ban against uranium mining. 

Similarly, rich deposits of the mineral have 
been located in Lewis, Putnam, and Westchester 
counties. According to an Atomic Energy Commission 
report, there are at least six sites of high-grade 
uranium in Lewis county, two in Orange, two in Put- 
nam, five in Sullivan, and two in Westchester. A

more recent report from the Department of Energy 
shows numerous sitings in New York, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, and Connecticut, a geological area 
known as the Reading Prong. 


No one is sure which companies are involved 
in uranium exploration in Putnam county. But in 
Vermont, before an anti-uranium law was passed 
there, Urangeselleschaft, a German company, was 
investigating; and in Virginia, according to the 
Piedmont Environmental Council, another German com- 
pany, E & B Explorations, has invested money in 
exploration. A little-known company, Marine Oil, 
has leased over 40,000 acres in southern Virginia 
and has been digging exploratory holes since 1979. 

In New Jersey, Exxon and SOHIO conducted ex- 
ploration near a reservoir area which supplies o- 
ver 1 million people with water--including Newark 
and Jersey City. ‘Two coalitions--Stop Uranium Now 
(SUN) and Prevent Uranium Mining Alliance (PUMA)-- 
worked with the N.J. Safe Energy Alternatives Al- 
liance in Morris County and N.J. PIRG to promote a 
state law banning the mining. They succeeded only 
in reaching a 7-year moratorium; the companies have 
15 and 25-year leases. 

There are no federal or state regulations on 
uranium exploration, which can divert ground water . 
and thus permit naturally occurring uranium to seep 
into the water table. (The Canadian province of 
British Columbia has prohibited exploration because 
of its hazards.) Environmental Protection Agency 
standards for radioactivity in drinking water-- 15 
picocuries per liter--are frequently exceeded by 
normal milling operations. In the Colorado River 
just downstream from a mill at Durango, the level 
exceeded EPA standards by 130. Furthermore, there 
are no EPA standards on thorium in water, a by- 
product of uranium which is known to cause leukemia.

mill tailings, which are huge piles of radioactive 
sandy waste. Radon from this dust may greatly in- 
crease the risk of lung cancer among people living 
as far as 50 miles away from the mill. (Uranium 
miners' rate of lung cancer is 5 times that of the 
general pomilation.) Over 60 million tons of these 
tailings have accumulated in New Mexico thus far. 
They will retain 5-10% of their radioactivity for 
4% billion years. 

It could happen in New York State. It takes 
approximately 100,000 tons of average-grade ore to 
extract enough uranium to feed a nuclear power 
plant the size of Indian Point for a year, and 85% 
of the original radioactivity is left in the tail- 
ings. 

A U.S. government report from Sandia National 
Laboratories states: "Several studies indicate 
that the public health impact of uranium mining 
and milling ...surpasses that of any other stage of 
the nuclear industry, including nuclear reactors." 
Contamination and depletion of water supplies, can- 
cers, and genetic damage are potential consequences 
of uranium mining--an operation never before con- 
ducted on a large scale in a heavily populated, in- 
dustrial region of the United States, such as New 
York State.

Con Edison's president, Ar- 
thur Hausberz, claimed that "if 
the utility customers wanted the.

Smith, who had never before been 
politically active. After the acci- 
dent at TMI, she became head of a 
steering committee of an organiza- 
tion at Newberry Township, a com- 
munity on the west side of the Sus- 
quehanna River. This committee con- 
ducted a survey in Newberry Town- 
ship to determine the attitudes of 
the people in that township with 
regard to TMI and Met Ed. They 
found that the people were over- 
whelmingly opposed to the reopen- 
ing of the nuclear power plant in 
addition to having to bear the costs 
of the accident.

June 17, 6:00 AM 


We wake up and begin a hearty breakfast, 
washed down by the Suffolk County bugmobile. It 
seems they're spraying for the gypsy moths. 


June 17, 7:30 AM 

The group going to the sit-in at the plant 
is getting assembled. Banners were printed--all 
ready to make our voices heard. "No Shoreham, 
no cutting corners on the licensing hearings." 

The other group going to LILCO headquarters 
is assembling. They are ready to tell LILCO 
about the injustices they are committing. 


June 17, 8:30 AM . 
As we drive past the plant we realize LILCO 


knows we are coming. There is heavy security. 
We probably won't get into the plant. We decide 
to go as far as we can. 

There is speculation that a few of us had 
our phones tapped. We hope to find out how 
LILCO knew it all. 


June 17, 9:00 AM 

We drive to the gate but as soon as we pull 
up the gates slam shut. "Halt, halt" the LILCO 
security guard demands. "We're here to retrofit 
your plant ith solar energy," I reply. "Demon- 
strators, demonstrators" he calls to the other 
guards. There is a sense of calm in his voice, 
he knew we were coming, he knows we are non-vlo- 
lent, he knows we are right. 

Nine people get out of the car and close 
off the East gate of the plant. Shortly after- 
wards, a busload of Suffolk police are on the 
scene. Further inside the plant many police 
are assembled to arrest only nine demonstrators. 


June 17, 10:00 AM 


The police are friendly and nice as usual. 
They're telling us they agree with our position 
on nuclear power as they arrest all nine of us 
in front of the gate. From the plant to the 
local precinct to the county court the nine _ 
resisters are taken. I follow, since I am their 


support.

At Suffolk County court in Hauppauge the 
nine are released to return to court in July. 
We received word that the other groups at 
LILCO headquarters spent two hours occupying 
the offices. Ira Frylicker (sic), vice presi- 
dent of public relations for LILCO, came down 
and received our demands. Then police in high- 
boots, one accepting an anti-nuclear button as a 
gift, carried those ten folks out. 


June i 330 PM 
A party (self-explanatory) sitting around 


listening to news reports of the day's event. 

Not enough New York City coverage. Decent cover- 
age on Long Island. The press seems always so 
content to report violence and ghoulish acts. But 
people fighting for their community? Not inter- 
ested! Yet many hear our message that day: "Shut 
down Shoreham and stop avoiding the licensing 
hearings !" (However, we are aware of the farce 
that makes up licensing hearings. ) 


Conclusion (in retrospect). A special com- 
mittee of New York's City Council has called for 
a public take-over of Con Ed. Suffolk is study- 
ing the same possibilities. The utilities are 
draining the pockets of most citizens in addition 
to causing great environmental damage. Public 
power may help us all. The Long Island Lighting 
Company may attempt to bring serious charges a- 
gainst those arrested today. They have hired 
rich, slick Madison Avenue lawyers who show lit- 
tle concern for the people of Long Island and 
surrounding areas. Yet it is important to con- 
front the lawyers and the utility for they seek 
to destroy our environment while making enor- 
mous amounts of money.

Boycott and Protest Con Ed Run 


AUGUST 30 


On Sunday, August 30, Con fdison is sponsoring a 10 kilometer run at 
the Indian Point 2 nuclear power plant in Buchanan, N.Y. The Con lidison Rate 
Withholding Coalition (CZRWIC) is calling for a boycott and protest of this 
TUN. 

The run is scheduled to start at 9 A.M. at the Village Recreation Area, 


Westchester Ave. in Buchanan. This is in the vicinity of Con d's Indian 
Point 2 plant, a facility that lies 35 miles north of Times Square and 
poses great risks to those 20 million of us who reside within 50 miles 
of it. The risks include higher cancer rates due to the periodical leaks 
of radiation from the facility as well as that caused by the accident 
last Octover. That accident resulted in the leakage of 100,000 gallons of 
Hudson River water into the containment vessel (the area around the reactor). 
CERNIC questions why the March of Dimes (who will receive the pro- 
ceeds of this run), an organization that professes to be dedicated to the 
elimination of birth defects, would want to become involved in an activity 
at a site where the risks to birth defects is greatly increased due to the 
radiation leaks from the Indian Foint facility. We also question the moti- 
vations of the Suburban Road Runners Club in sanctioning the event, an 
activity ordinarily designed to increase the health and well-beins of par- 
ticipants at a site where the health risk is so great. 
We will dramatize this action with an "evacuation run" from the In- 


dian Point 2 nuclear power plant.

THE PEOPLE'S RUN FOR LEONARD PELTIER 
FREE THE PEOPLE —- FREE THES LAND! 

The Leonard Peltier Support Group (LPSG) is organizing a relay run for 
the first 12 days of September, 1981, to begin in Buffalo, and to end at 
the United Nations here in New York on Saturday, September 12, where a 
demonstration is planned. This demonstration will be preceded by one at 
Con d's Indian Point 2 nuclear power plant on Friday, September 1l. 

The purpose of the run is to call attention to the plight of Leonard 
Peltier and other activists who are political prisoners in this country 
today, and other vital issues. 

The nine demands of the run are: 

1. A new trial for Leonard Peltier 

2. Recognition and support for Indian Treaty Rights 

3. Stop U.S. military intervention in Hl Salvador and Guatamala 

4. Stop the Control Unit beatings at Marion Prison and at all prisons 

5. Stop corporate inter-lock policies of uranium strip-mining and theft of 
other natural resources on Native Lands around the world 

6. Stop nuclear power and weapons 

7. Stop the war against Black America; smash the Klan; smash the FBI and CIA 

8. No to forced sterilizations of Native, Black and Puerto Hican women 

9. No to the draft and no to U.S. genocidal acts against all countries 

The run is being dedicated to the children who have been killed in At- 
lanta and their families, and to the people of Hl Salvador and Guatamala. 

The LPSG is asking the Chiefs, Elders and Clan Mothers of the Six Nation 
Confederacy (Hau do No Sau Nee) to give the run (part of which will take 
place on Akwesasne Territory) spiritual direction. 

The run is conceptualized as linking various cultural ceremonies, events 
and demonstrations, including those at various state prisons such as Attica 
(the run will coincide with the tenth anniversary of the Attica Prison Revolt), 
as well as the demo at Indian Point to protest Con Ed's nuclear plant. This 
is so runners and non-runners alike can actively participate. The idea is that 
all participants be teachers and messengers and that each person be "their 
own leader".
